Appendix to Ministry of Commerce Public Notice 
No. 24 lTC(PN)/82 dated 11th May, 1982 

Licensing Conditions for import of equipment and services 
necessaiy for the transportation of the equipmeiii to ports 
in India from Japan under Japanese Grant Aid for 1981-82 
of Yen three hundred tnlllion (Yen 300,000,000) for 
production of the Japanese Encephalitis Vaccine in India. 

Section I General Conditions : 

I (i) The Jajjanesc Grant Aid for 1981-82 of Yen 300 
million (C&F) is intended to be used for financing pay¬ 
ments to Japanese Suppliers for iniport of eqiiipment and 
services necessairy for the transportation thereof to ports in 
India, by the Central Research Institute, Kasuali for produc¬ 
tion of Japanese Encephalitis Vaccine in India. This Grant 
Aid is valid upto 5-2-1983. 

I (ii) The import licences should be issued for an aggre¬ 
gate amount not exceeding Yen 300 imlllou (CIF) in favour 
of the importer, and should bear the supersciiplion “Yen 
300 million Japanese Grant Aid for 1981-82”. The licence 
code for the first and second suffix will be “S/N”. 

I (iii) No remittance ot foreign exchange will be permit¬ 
ted against the import licence, except bank charges to the 
Bank of India, Tokyo-which may be remitted through nor- 
m’dl banking chatvncls, Payment towards Indian Agent's 
Commission, if any, should be made in Indian rupees to the 
agents in India. Such payments however, will form part of 
the licence value and will, therefore, be charged to the 
licence, 

1 (iv) The equipment should be procured only from 
Japan under this Grant Aid. 

I (v) The import licences will be .issued on CIF basis 
with validity upto 3I-I-1983, 

I (vi) The contract should provide for payment on cash 
basis i.e. on presentation of shipping documents by the 
Japanese suppliers to the Bank of India, Tokyo. Tt should 
also provide for the period of delivery as follows ;— 

‘‘delivery to be completed by 31-1-1983." 

I (vii) The contract value (C&F basis only) should be 
expressed only in Yen (fraction of yen should be omitted) 
and should exclude Indian Agent’s Commission, if any. In 
no circumstances the contract value should be expressed In 
any other currency. The FOB cost and freight amount 
should be shown separately hut it should be clarified in the 
contract itself whether the freight will be payable on 
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actual basis or whether the freight charges indicrited therein 
would be the amount payable irrespective of the actual char¬ 
ges. 

I (viii) The purchase contract shoi.'Id be entered into in 
Japanese Yen only with the Japanese nationals. 

Section 11 ; The following provisions should be specifically 
incorporated in the supply contract ;—■ 

IT fi) The conti-act is arranged in accordance with the 
Agreement dated the 6th February, 1982 between the Gov¬ 
ernments of India and Japan concerning the Grant Aid of 
Yen 300 million for 1981-82 and will be subject to the 
approval of both the Governments. 

U (ii) Payment to the suppliers shall be made through an 
‘Authorization to payf (A/Pj which will be issued by the 
Controller of Aid Account and Audit, Ministry of Finance, 
Department of Kconomic Affairs, UCO Bank Building, Par¬ 
liament Street, New Delhi-! lOOOl in favour of the Bank of 
India Tokyo under the Japanese Grant Aid for 1981-82. 

II (iii) The Japanese suppliers agree to furnish such in¬ 
formation and documents as may be required by the Govern¬ 
ment of India on the one hand and the Government of 
Japan on the other. 

II (iv) The JapaBc.se supplier agree to ratikc shipping 
arrangernents in consultation with the Embassy of India, 
Tokyo and that for this purpose he would keep the Embassy 
of India, Tokyo informed of tlw delivery schedule of the 
goods Involved and notify the Embassy of Indin, at least 
six weeks in advance of the shipping required so that 
suitable arrangements should be made. In exceptional cases, 
where the importer require it this period of notice may be 
reduced. The J«pane.se supplier should also agree to send a 
able advice to the importer after each shipment giving the 
necessary details and a copy thereof should be sent to the 
Embassy of India, Tokyo. 

Section III Contract Approval by Governments of India 
and .lapan 

III (i) As soon a.s the orders are finalised, the importer 
should forward to the Under Secretary (T.A.J, Department 
of Economic Affairs, Ministry of Finance, North Block New 
Delhi 4 copies of the contract duly signed by both parties 
or purchase orders by the irdian importer placed on the 
Japanese suppliers supported by order confirmation in writing 
by the Japaneses supplier or their photo copies conrplete in 
all rcsjjects together with two photostat copies of Import 
Licence and two copies of the "Request for issue of A/P^' in 
the form at Annex I. The above procedure will also apply 
to all contract amendments causing essential modifications 
to the content of contracts or in its price. 

Ill (ii) The Ministry of Finance (DEA) Japan Section 
will arrange to send oue copy of the contract to the Govern¬ 
ment of Japan for their approval for financial under the 
Japanese Grant Aid for 1981-82 of Yen 300 million and 
extend of the documents mentioned in (i) above will 
also bo sent to tbe CAA&A and the Embassy of India in 
Tokyo simultaneously. 

Ill (iii) On receipt of the contract approval from the 
Government of Japan, the Japan Section of the Depart¬ 
ment of Economic Affairs Ministry of Finance, North Block 
will inibrm the Controller of Aid Accounts and Audit, 
Department of Economic Aft'airs, Ministry of Finance, UCO 
Bank Building, Parliament Street New Ddhi-lJOOOI of the 
same who will issue an ‘Authorisation to pay’ (A/P) to 
the Bank of India Tokyo in the form at Annexure II for 
making payment to the Japanese supplier. Copies of the 
A/P will bo endorsed to the Embassy of India, Tokyo, the 
importer, importer’s Bank in India and Japan Section Depart¬ 
ment of Economic Affairs, Ministry of Fuiance. 

IlKivl On receipt of the Authorisation to pav (A/p) the 
Bank of India. Tokyo will intimalc the fact of this receipt 
to the Japanese supplier under intimation to the Government 
of Japan, Embassy of India, Tokyo, the importers’ Bank 
in India and tbe CA,\&A, 

III (v) The Japanese supplier shall after effecting ship¬ 
ment present through hi.s bankers the documents specified in 


the A/P to the BOI, Tokyo. If the documents are found 
to be in order, the Bank of India, Tokyo will release the 
amount specified in the doemnents to the Japanese supplier 
through his bankers. 

III (vi) Banting charges payable to the Bank of India, 
Tokyo for arranging the payment to the Japanese supplier 
shall be settled by the concerned importer’s bank in India 
by remittances to the BOI, Tokyo through normal banking 
channel without affecting the Government of India’s account. 

Section IV Responsibility for rupee deposit 

IV (i) The origind negotiable shipping documents will 
bo invariably forwai’ded by the Bank of India, Tokyo, to 
the conocmed importer’s bank in India which would be a 
branch of the State Bank of India or any of the nationalised 
banks ns mentioned in (O) in Anncxure-1 who should re¬ 
lease these negotiable .set of documents to the importer 
concerned only after ensuring that tlic rupee ^uivalent of 
the Yen Payments made to the Japanese supplier alongwith 
interest charges thereon calculated at the rate of 9 per 
cent per annum for the first thirty days and at 15 per cent 
for the period in excess thereof reckoned from the date of 
payment by (he Bank of India, Tokix> to the Japanese sup¬ 
plier to the date of actual rupee deposit, is deposited into 
Government of India account in terms of the Public Notice 
No, 46-ITC(PN)/76 dat^ 16-6-1976. The interest is pay¬ 
able for both the days i.e. the day on which payment is 
made to the Japanese supplier and also the day on which 
I upee deposits is made in to Government account vide 
Public Notice No. 74-lTC<PN)/74 dated 31-5-1974 as 
modified under Public Notice No. I03-ITC(PN)/76 dated 
12-10-1976. The exchange rate to be adopted for compu¬ 
ting the rupee equivalent of the Yen Payment will be the 
prevailing composite rate of exchange as laid down in 
CCI & E Public Notice No. 8-ITC(PN)/76 dated 17-1-1976 
or as may be notified by Govermnent from time to lime 
through Public Notices of the CCI & E or through Exchange 
control circulars of the Reserve Bank of India. Any change 
in this regard ns also in regard to the rate of interest will 
be notified as and when necessary. It will be (he responsi¬ 
bility of the Indian bank concerned to ensure that the 
amounts due are correctly deposited into Government Account 
before the import documents are handed over to the im¬ 
porters, ’The importer should also ensure that the amounts 
duo arc correctly deposited into Govemntent account before 
taking delivery of the documents from their bankers, The 
Head of Account to which the above rupee deposits should 
he credited is “K-Deposit and Advan:es-843 Civil Deposits— 
Deposits for purchases etc. abroad-purdmse under Grant 
Aid from the Government of Japan for 1981-82’’—Grant 
for purchase of the equIpment/serWees for the production of 
Japanese Encephaliti Vaccine in India. 

IV (ii) The amount reforred to above should be deposit¬ 
ed in ca-sh to tbe credit of the Government either In the 
Reserve Bank of India. New Delhi, or State Bank of India, 
Tis Hazari Delhi, or if this is not possible should be. re¬ 
mitted bv means of a demand draft obtained from any 
branch of the State Bank of India or its subsidiariM or any 
one of the Nafionali.sed Banks (Drawer) drawn on and made 
payable to the State Bank of India Tis Hazuri Branch Delhi-6 
(drawee and payee) for credit to Government account a.s 
contemplated in Public Notices No. 184-TTC(PN)/6R dated 

30- S-196R. No. 233-TTC(PN)/68 dated 24-10.1968 and No 
132-ITCfPN)/71 dated 5-10-1971, No. 74-TTr(PN>/74 dated 

31- 5-1974 and No, 103-rrC(PN)/76 dated 12-10-76, 

IV riii)_ Tlie concerned bank in India shall also furnish 
■such additional denosit in the same manner stimilated above 
as mnv be reque.sfed bv the Government of India on account 
of .service charges within seven davs after such a demand is 
made by^ the Government. While filling in the various 
columns ip the Chnllan it should bo ensured bv the Import¬ 
ers/their bankers that the information prescribed in nara '■ 
of Piibhc Notice No, 132-n’CfPN)/71 dated .5-10-1971 and 
also m Public Notice No. 74-TTO'PNJ/74 dated 7u;.t974 
read with Public Notice No. ]03.JTC(PN)/76 dated 
12-10-1976 is iiivariablv indicated in tbe column ’Tull parti¬ 
culars of remittances anq amboritv (if nnv)’’ of the chaHan 
Jhe followinr particulars .should invariably he furnished in 
the Treasury Challans :

(Interest is to be calculated for the period from the 
date of payment to the Japanese supplier upto and 
inclusive of the date of deposit of rupee equivalents 
into Government Account). 

Thereafter the Treasury Challaiffi evidencing the rupee de¬ 
posit should he sent by registered pot to the CAA&A indi¬ 
cating reference to the A/P issued by him and nlso enclos¬ 
ing copies of invoice and shipping documents. 

Note ; Importer’s Bank in India should ensure that the 
rupee deposits are invariably made within 10 days 
of the receipt of the advice of payment and nego¬ 
tiable shipping documents from the Bank, of India, 
Tokyo and that the CAA&A, Mini.stry of Finance 
(DEA), New Delhi is informed immediately 
thereafter. 

TV (iv) The concerned bank in India should also endorse 
the amount of nipec deposits on the exchange control copy 
of the licence and send the requisite “,S" Form to the Re¬ 
serve Bank of India, Bombay, 

Sedtion V ; Miscellaneous Provisions : 

V (i) Reports on the utilisation of the Grant Aid-— 
The importer should send a monthly report after the A/P 
has been Issued regarding shipments and payments made 
there against and about the balance left, to the Controller 
of Aid Accounts and Audit, Department of Economic Affairs, 
Ministry of Finance, UCO Bank Building, Parliamnef Street, 
New Delhi. 

V (ii) The importer should apprise the supplier of any 
special provisions in the import of goods under this Grant 
Aid which may affect the suppliers in carrying out the 
transaction. 

V (iii) Disputes.—It should be underttood that the Gov¬ 
ernment of India will not undertake any responsibility for 
dispute, if any, that may arise betwen the importer and the 
suppliers. The conditions to be fulfilled by the supplier be¬ 
fore payment by the Bank of India, Tokyo must be clearly 
spelt ont by the importer in Annexure-l uixler '“Terms of 
Payment”. Provision dealing with a settlement of disputes 
he included in the condition of contract. 

V (iv) Future Instnictions.—^The importer shall promptly 
comply with any directions, instructions or orders issued by 
the Government of India from time to time regarding any 
and all matters arising from or pertaining to the imports 
and for meeting all obligations under the Grant .^id for 
1981-R2 from Japan. 

V (v) Breach or violation.—Any breach or violation of 
cowiifions set forth in the above clauses will rcsiflt in ap¬ 
propriate action under the Imports and Exports (Control) 
Act.
